^-^(ML/  we  are  —  npright.  God-fearing 
people;  and  jnst  in  proportion  as  we  live  the 
Gospel,  knowing  that  it  is  the  truth,  will  we 
continue  to  break  down  prejudice,  build  good 
will,   and  draw  other  men  to  us. 

This   condition   has-  been  brought   al)out  by 
the  fact  that  we  have  knowledge,  and  that  so 


many  of  our  people  have  lived  up  to  it. 
Every  man  a^nong  us  carries  on  his  shoulders 
the  reputation  of  his  Church,  and  as  you  and 
t  'live  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  bring 
credit  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  that  has  been 
established  again  upon  the  earth  in  this 
dispensation; 

J  am  very  thankful  that  this  is  the  condi- 
tion, and  my  heart  is  full  of  gratitude  to 
the  Lord  for  the  remarkable  change  that  has 
come  about,  and  I  hope  that  every  man  and 
^voman  who  holds  membership  in  this  Church 
may  be  inspired  to  make  up  his  or  her  mind 


that  so  far  as  their  ability  and  their  capacity 
are  concerned  they  are  going  to  live  this 
Gospel  so  that  their  lives  will  preach  the 
truthfulness  of  it. 

On  one  occasion  a  man  delivered  a  very 
remarkable      sermon.  Later     one     of     his 

friends  said:  "You  know,  that  was  a  very 
wonderful  sermon,  very  remarkable,  but  your 
acts  shout  so  loud  I  didn't  hear  anything  j'ou 
said." 

1  have  heard  some  of  my  own  acquaintances 
Ijreach  remarkably  fine  sermons  on  tithing, 
and  I  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  look  up 
their  records,  because  I  knew  they  were 
neglecting  their  duty,  and  1  found  there  was 
no  credit  on  the  tithing  record.  The  record 
is  what  counts.  P\aith  without  works,  we 
are  told,  is  dead,  and  we  all  know  how 
valuable  the  body  is  when  it  is  dead. 

There  are  many  men  who  do  not  have  that 
isame  wonderful  respect  for  their  word  that 
men  in  early  days  had.  This  is  a  source  of 
keen  regret  to  me.  I  am  pained  beyond 
expression  at  the  growth  of  carelessness  in 
meeting  obligations  in  comparison  with  what 
it  was  many  years  ago.  The  fundamental 
thing  for  a  Latter-day  Saint  is  to  be  honest, 
The  fundamental  thing  for  a  Latter-day  Saint 
is  to  value  hiis  word  as  faithfully  as  his  bond  ; 
to  make  up  his  mind  that  under  no  circum- 
stances, no  matter  how  hard  it  may  be,  by 
and  with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  he  will 
dedicate  his  life  and  his  best  energies  to 
making  good  his  promises. 

But  I  rejoice  in  the  wonderful  growth  of 
the  Chvirch  and  in  the  faithfulness  of  this 
people,  and  in  their  liberality  there  are  no 
other  people  like  them.  With  all  our  faults 
and  failings  there  are  no  other  people  so 
devoted  to  the  Lord,  there  are  no  other 
people  who  make  such  an  impression  on  those 
not  of  our  faith,  because  we  live  nearer  to 
the  Lord  and  nearer  to  our  professions  than 
most  people. 

T  humbly  pray  that  God  Avill  help  you  and 
me  and  every  living  soul  who  knows  that  this 
is  the  Gos]>el.  to  live  it,  that  our  lives  may 
be  a  truth  and  not  a  falsehood,  and  that  our 
very  diligence  and  faithfulness  and  honesty 
may  inspire  other  people  to  live  the  Gospel

X  this  .signilicanl  piissa^i^e,  James 
tleci-ics  the  inipotency  of  faith  as 
a  merelv  intellerlual  perccplion  and 
implies  the  impoilanci'  of  the  application 
of  Irutli  to  (lail\  lite  and  conducl.  He 
tea(-hes  that  "  iaith  is  dead  and  useless 
unless  it  expresses  itself  in  a  true  liie  and 
true     Christian     aciixilies. "        There     has 


been,  and  is  to-fla},  too  much  discre- 
pancy between  belief  and  practice,  be- 
tween the  proclamation  of  high  ideals  and 
the  application  of  these  ideals  to  daily 
life  and  living. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
da\'  Saints,  accepting  Christ  as  the 
re\elation  of  (lod  to  man,  believes  that 
Jesus  in  His  life  and  teachings  reveals  a 
standard  of  peisonal  living,  and  of  social 
relations,  which  if  fulK-  t-mbodied  in 
indi\idual  lives  and  in  human  institutions, 
would  not  onlv  ameliorate  the  present  ills 
of  societx',  but  bring  happiness  and  peace 
to  mankind. 

If  it  be  uiged  that  during  the  past  two 
thousand  \ears  so-(-alled  Christian 
nations  ha\e  failed  to  achieve  such  a 
goal,  we  answer  that  all  failure  to  do  so 
ma\-  bi'  found  in  thi'  fact  that  the\-  have 
failed  to  apply  the  principles  and  teach- 
ings of  true  Christianity. 


To  every  sincere  follower  of  Christ, 
religion  should  denote  not  only  a  sense  <jI 
relationship  to  (iod,  but  also  an 
expression  of  that  feeling  in  actions  with 
respect  to  right  and  wrong,  and  obliga- 
tion to  duly. 

This  was  undoubtedK  the  kind  of 
religion  Patri(-k  Henr\  had  in  mind  when, 
in  the  closing  scene  of  liis  life,  he  said  : 
"  I  ha\  e  now  disposed  of  all  m\  property 
to  my  faimly.  Thert'  is  one  thing  more 
I  wish  I  could  gi\-e  them,  and  that  is  the 
Christian    religion.  If    the\    had    that, 

and  I  had  not  gi\en  them  one  shilling, 
the\'  would  be  rich  ;  and  if  the\'  had  not 
that,  and  I  had  gixcn  them  all  the  world, 
ihe\'   would   Ik-   poor." 

Pure  religion  gi\cs  one  power  to  rise 
abo\-e  the  selfish,  sensual,  sordid  life  of 
what  liut'ken  calls  "  pure  nature,"  and 
enables  one  to  "  experience'  a  (li\■in't^■  in 
life  abo\e  and  hcNond  the  world  of 
sei'sible    realitw" 

"  Without  this  religion,"  this  philoso- 
pher continues,  "  no  true  civilization  is 
po.ssible.  A     cixilization     declining     all 

contact  with  a  supernatural  life  anil 
refusing  to  establish  those  mysterious 
inner  relations  gradualh-  becomes  a 
parody  of  civilization." 

For  six  thousand  years  and  more  the 
human  family  has  suffered  from  un- 
restrained expressions  and  manifestations 
of  selfishness,  hatred,  envy,  greed — 
animal  passions  that  ha\e  led  to  war, 
(kwastation,   pestilence,   and   death.  If 

the  simplest  principles  of  the  .Saviour's 
teachings  had  been  observed  the  recent 
world  war,  for  example,  could  have  been 
averted.  The  nation  or  nations  that 
began  that  holocaust  \iolated  some 
standard  or  standards  of  the  Christian 
religion  —  with      what      result?  Seven 

million   men    killed.  Five   million   more 

dead  of  starvation  and  disease.  Twenty 
million  wounded,  five  million  of  whom 
are  maimed  and  crippled  for  life.  Six- 
million   men    imprisoned.     Twenty   million 
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women  in  Europe  deprived  ol  home.s  ol 
iheir     own.  Countless      inillions      who 

suffered  prixalions  in  tlu'  Irenclies,  inul 
in     lonel}'     homes     oJ     the     jjoor.  Kill) 

billion  dollars'  wcjrth  ol  material  and  pro- 
pert)-  destroyed.  One  hundred  billion 
dollars  to  proxidi'  lor  the  cost  of  the  war 
and    interest. 

And  even  now  as  the  passing  of  time 
dims  the  memoiy  ol  tiial  tt-rrible  experi- 
ence, we  again  hear  rinnblings  ol 
threatened  and  deadl\-  conHict.  Indeed, 
actually  to-da}  in  some  parts  ol  the 
world,  horrors  are  being  enacted  thai 
make  the  soul  shudder.  Innocent  human 
beings,  non-combatants,  helplessly, 
desperately  fleeing  to  save  their  lixt's,  aie 
blown  to  pieces  b\-  tieath -dealing  missiles 
from  the  air  ;  children  left  homeless, 
maimed,  and  slaughtered  indiscrimi- 
nately ;  star\ing  mothers  seeking  to  give 
away  their  famishing  babes  if  b}'  so  doing 
they  can  save  their  lives.  Because  these 
atrocities  are  6,000  or  8,000  miles  away, 
we  fail  to  sense  full}'  the  horror  of  it  all. 
But  imagine  if  they  were  here,  and  your 
bov  or  girl,  \our  mother,  wile  oi-  babe 
were  subjected  to  such  peril  !  If  there 
be  a  means  of  ;t\erting  such  calamaties, 
plain  common  sense,  to  sa\'  nothing  of 
religion's  appeal,  would  pi-ompt  its 
acceptance.  These  things  but  emphasize 
the  truth  of  what  Ha}den  writes  : 

"  To-day,  as  seldom  if  ever  before, 
human  societ\-  is  threatened  with  disinte- 
gration, if  not  complete  chaos.  All  the 
ancient  evils  of  human  relationships,  in- 
justice, selfishness,  abuse  of  strength, 
become  sinister  and  terrible  when  re- 
inforced b\'  the  vast  increase  of  material 
power.  The      soul      of      man      cowers, 

starved  and  fearful,  in  the  midst  of  a 
civilization  grown  too  complex  for  any 
mind  to  visualize  or  to  control.  ]o\  and 
beaut}-  fade  from  human  life.  Vet  life, 
abundant,  beauteous,  laughing  life,  has 
been  our  age-long  labour's  enc\.  What 
other  conceivable  worth  has  the  mastery 
of  the  material  world,  the  exploitation  of 
the  resources  of  nature,  and  the  creation 
of  wealth,  except  as  a  basis  for  the 
release  of  the  lifi'  of  the  spirit?  "  What 
he  says  merits  careful   consideration. 

Rut    we    need    not    cross    oo'ans    to    sec 


the  effects  ol  vicjlations  of  Christian 
ideals.  Crime    in    our   own    country    is 

c(xsling  about  fourteen  billion  tlollars  a 
}ear — all  in  disregard  of  Gospel  teachings 
and  ethii-s.  "  Can  }  i)u  imagine,"  sa}s 
the  author  of  77/c  Hnildcrs  of  Anierica, 
'  what  this  count r\  wcnild  be  like  if  ten 
Oi-  IwenlN  billion  dollars  a  vear  were 
added  to  our  national  income?  ICven  if 
\-ou  can  imagin',-  the  result,  do  }-ou 
realize  what  it  w-ould  be  like  to 
leel  no  need  of  locking  donrs  and 
wintlows,  nor  fear  of  leaxing  xoiu'  car 
unprotected,  no  danger  that  }-our  wile  or 
tiaughter  would  be  insulted,  or  \<)U  xour- 
self  sandbagged  if  \-ou  weiit  out  at  nighi  ; 
no  fear  that  \-ou  would  ha\i'  an\  ini- 
colleclible  bills  exce|Dt  through  accident 
or  unpreventable  misfortune;  no  fear  that 
in  a  |>olitical  election  there  w-ould  be  an} 
briberN-,  or  in  |3(jliliis  an\-  graft,  and  no 
fear  that  an\  one  an\-wliere  was  tr}iiig 
io  'do  \'Ou" — Can  \t)u  iniagine  all  that?  It 
would  be  heaxen  on  earth!  Of  (-ourse, 
it      cannot      happen.  \'r\      if      all      the 

destro\-ers  of  ci\ilizat Ion  lould  be  elimi- 
nated, and  if  tlu'  tiaits  of  the  rest  of  us 
that  come  froni  deslruclixe  strains  could 
be  elimmated,  an  ajjproach  to  su(Oi  a 
state  some  hundreds  of  xears  hence  is 
b\    no    means    inconceixable. "  Let    me 

again  emphasize  that  such  a  desirable 
state  of  hum.an  societ\  is  possible  through 
obedience   to   Ciospel    principles. 

If  you  are  now  thinking  that  the  appli- 
cation of  Christ's  teaching  is  imprac- 
ticable under  modern  conditions,  let  me 
ask  }-ou  to  bring  to  niind  a  few-  specilic 
examples  of  people  who  have  de\-oted 
themselves  to  the  comnion  good.  Recall 
the  life  of  Florence  Xightingale,  antl  a 
niillion  others  like  her,  unheralded  and 
Luisung.  Think    of    ihi'    Retl    Cross,    a 

t'omparati\-el\-  recent  organization  aniong 
Christian   nations.  Think   of   .\braham 

Lincoln,  conset^rat  ing  his  life  to  his 
country. 

If  still  you  are  doubtful,  consider  the 
humble  life  and  great  achie\ cments  of 
Dr.  George  W^ashington  Carxer,  "  who 
has  done  more  than  an}-  other  li\ing  man 
to  rehabilitate  agriculture  in  the  South," 
refusing  a  proffered  salary  of  $100,000.

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The  Will  to  Fail

HIS  is  to 
man\-  of  us 
a  novel  kWn.  C)t 
the  Will  to  Li\  e  and 
the  Will  to  Power 
we  hi'ar  a  great 
deal ;  our  psycholo- 
gies and  philoso- 
phies make  much  of  ihem.  But  the  Will 
to  Fail  is  more  obscure,  harder  to 
obser\e  at  work  ;  it  takes  on  man}-  forms 
and  loo  often  we  do  not  i-ealize  it  until 
it  is  too  late.  So  it  takes  us  unaw  ares  ; 
we  are  not  braced  against  it,  being  more 
used  to  thinking-  of  failure  as  a  shadow 
or  a  phantom  than  a  reality  which  must 
be  met  and  conquered,  yet  going  on  in 
mortal  fear  of  it  all  our  lixes. 

To  realize  that  there  is  a  WMll  to  Fail 
operative  in  our  lives,  that  there  is  a 
down-drag-ging  current  running  counter 
to  all  the  forces  of  health  and  growth  in 
us,  is  the  first  step  in  turning  from  failure 
t(i  success.  We  cannot  begin  by  ignor- 
ing it,  for  if  we  do,  it  will  present  itself 
in  more  subtle  forms.  We  must  face  it 
first  then  turn  awav  from  it. 

Emerson  has  said:  "  .Success  is  con- 
stitutional ;  depends  on  a  plus  condition 
of  mind  and  body,  on  power  of  work,  on 
courage."  Why     then     do     we     fail? 

Especially,  why  do  we  work  hard  at 
failure?  Because,  beside  being  creatures 
subject  to  the  Will  to  Live  and  the  Will 
to  Power,  we  are  driven  by  another  will, 
which  seems  to  be  more  powerful,  The 
Will  to  Fail. 

Failure  indicates  that  energy  has  been 
poured  into  the  wrong  channels.  It  takes 
energ-y  to  fail  and  if  it  takes  energv  to 
fail,  why  not  face  the  facts  rather  than 
ignore  them,  and  con\-ert  that  wasted 
energy  into  the  rig-ht  channels?  .Should 
all  of  our  energy  be  used  in  the  pursuit 
of  gaining  wealth,  wordh-  power  and 
recognition?  Should  man  devise  ever}' 
means  possible  and  put  forth  every  effort 
conceivable  in  an  attempt  to  obtain  these 
things?  Our  Saviour  said,    "  He  that 

lindeth   his   life  shall   lose  it,   but  he   that 


loselh  iiis  life  for  my  sake  shall  surelv 
iind  it."  When  we  lea\c  this  existence 
what  do  we  take  with  us?  lixperience, 
knowledge  and  intelligence.  If  vou  find 
your  life  to  the  extent  of  procuring 
riches,  power  and  earthly  gl(jry,  you  will 
lose  it  ;  }-ou  are  xictims  of  the  Will  to 
Fail.  If     }-ou     sacrifice     w-orldlv      and 

material  gains  in  conquest  of  obtaining- 
intelligen(X',  knowledge  and  things 
spiritual,  }-ou  shall  surely  find  \our  life 
and  are  adherers  to  the  \\'ill  of  p:ternal 
Life. 

In  the  hea\-ens,  before  the  earth  was 
formed,  there  was  a  council  held.  At 
this  great  gathering,  God,  the  Eternal 
Father,  told  us  of  His  plans  concerning 
this  }-et  future  world.  ^'ou  and  I  were 
there.  It  was  there  that  we  first  learned 
and  discussed  the  plan  of  salvation  and 
w-e  were  among  those  that  sanctioned  it. 
We  were  also  told  that  in  the  first  estate 
we  had  progressed  as  far  as  we  were 
capable  of  progressing-  and  that  we  were 
to  have  the  privilege  of  going  down  to 
earth  and  taking  upon  ourselves  mortal 
bodies.  God  also  told  us  there  would  be 
a  need  for  a  .Sa\iour  and  asked  who 
w-ould  accept  the  responsibilit\-  of  re- 
deeming- mankind. 

Jehovah  spoke,  saying,  "  Father,  thy 
will  be  done,  and  the  glory  be  thine  for- 
e\er."  A  simple  statement  but  so  full 
of  meaning  and  realization.  He  knew 
that  He  was  to  come  upon  this  earth  and 
sacrifice  His  life,  yet  He  asked  for 
nothing  in  return  ;  and  through  His  sacri- 
fice He  brought  to  completion  that  great 
plan  whereb}-,  all  mankind,  throug-h 
obedience  to  its  law  and  ordinances, 
could  once  again  come  into  the  presence 
of  God,  and  there  dwell  with  Him  for- 
exer. 

Lucifer  stepped  forward  rejecting 
God's  plan.  He  wanted  to  take  away 
man's  free  agenc\-  and  said,  that  if  he 
would  be  given  the  g-lor\-  and  honour,  he 
would  con-ipel  man  to  do  right,  he  would 
force   them   to  live   good   and    honourable 
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lives  and  at  the  day  of  judgment,  all 
would  stand  spotless  before  God. 

We  learn  from  the  scriptures  an 
account  of  the  controversy  which  ensued, 
telling-  that  Lucifer,  because  of  his 
rebellion,  was  cast  out  and  was  called 
Satan.  With  him  went  one-third  of  the 
hosts  of  heaven.  He  is  the  originator  of 
the  Will  to  Fail.  He  and  his  army  of 
evil  spirits  have  attempted  to  bring  man 
to  destruction  since  the  beginning  ol 
time.  Satan   realizes   that   the  flesh    is 

weak  and  it  is  through  this  medium  that 
he  tempts  mankind. 

No  better  illustration  of  the  mission  of 
the  devil  on  the  earth  can  be  found  than 
the  story  of  the  temptation  of  Jesus.  He 
had  fasted  for  forty  days  and  forty  nights, 
"  He  was  afterwards  an  hungered." 
Space  does  not  permit  rewriting  the  entire 
story  but  I  want  to  point  out  the  fact 
that  Satan  never  stops  with  one  kind  of 
temptation  alone.  He  attacks  man  at 

every  point  where  weakness  may  lie.  Up 
until  this  time  Satan  had  gained  much 
power  in  the  world.  He  knew  that  if 
Jesus  succeeded  in  His  mission,  the  power 
of  evil  would  be  broken.  In  desperation 
he  determined  to  try  his  strength  on  the 
Saviour.  First  he  appealed  to  the 
appetites  of  the  flesh  ;  but  though  Jesus 
had  fasted  so  long,  and  was  hungry,  yet 
he  resisted  the  evil  suggestion  of  the 
tempter.  That  of  turning  the  stones  to 
bread. 

Then  Satan  appealed  to  the  love  of 
glorv  and  the  praise  of  men  ;  but  Christ 
was  content  to  wait,  knowing  that  the 
glorv  and  praise  which  would  come  to 
him,  from  honest  and  wortln-  endeavour, 
would  be  greater  and  far  more  lasting 
than  that  which  might  come  from  mere 
display. 

Finally,  Satan  appealed  to  the  love  of 
riches  and  power ;  but  our  Saviour  had 
the  will  and  the  strength  to  command  him 
to  depart ;  for  the  riches  and  the  power 
gained  through  evil  are  but  fleeting, 
whereas  the  blessings  derived  through 
the  service  of  God  endure  forever.  Thus 
did  Jesus  Christ  overcome  the  great 
temptation,  and  show  all  men  how  to 
resist  evil. 


We  may  wonder  why  there  is  evil  in 
the  world.  Why  should  even  Jesus,  the 
Christ,  be  subject  to  temptation  by  the 
devil?  If  it   had    not    been   a   trial   or 

task,  but  altt)gether  pleasant  to  redeem 
mankind,  would  we  exp>erience  the 
affection  and  worship,  that  we  now  feel 
for  Jesus?  If  He  had  not  suffered;  if  He 
had  passed  through  no  agony  of  body  nor 
anguish  of  heart,  could'  we  feel  indebted 
to  Him  as  we  do  now?  In  short,  could 
the  atoning  death  of  Jesus  be  called  a 
sacrifice,  if  there  had  been  no  suflering, 
no  overcoming  of  temptation  and  evil?  It 
was  through  o\-ercoming  that  Jesus 
proved  Himself  worthy  to  be  the  Son  of 
God;   the   Saviour  of  mankind. 

For  the  same  reason,  evil  is  put  before 
man  to  tempt  him,  that  he  too  may  show 
his    worthiness   or    unworthiness.  We 

admire  the  person  who  has  the  courage 
and  will-power  to  say  "  XO  "  at  the 
suggestion  of  evil.  We  recognize  in  him 
strength  of  character,  a  pillar  of  strength 
for  the  future. 

It  is  true,  that  if  Satan  were  bound,  a 
certain  amount  of  e\il  and  temptation 
would  still  exist  upon  this  earth.  But  I 
firmly  believe  that  he  greath  influences 
man  to-day  ;  and  we,  through  the  intelli- 
gence we  have  and  from  the  experiences 
which  have  been  recorded  ami  handed 
down  through  the  ages  of  historv,  by  our 
forefathers,  are  not  always  able  to  deter- 
mine which  is  good  or  \\hich  is  evil. 
Satan  will  very  often  present  a  truth  in 
an  eft'ort  to  bring  about  man's  destruc- 
tion. Man  will  continue  on  through  life 
thinking  his  endeavours  will  lead  to 
success  only  to  find  that  he  has  failed. 

When  we  reach  the  age  of  eight  vears, 
or  become  converted  to  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-dav  .Saints,  we 
enter  into  the  waters  of  baptism.  Im- 
mediately upon  coming  out  of  the  waters, 
or  in  the  near  future,  hands  are  placed 
upon  our  heads  by  those  having  the 
authority,  and  we  are  confirmed  members 
of  the  Clnirch.  Also  at  that  same  time 
we  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holv  Ghost 
which  instructs,  guides,  directs,  com- 
forts ;  whose  influence  helps  us  to  inter- 
pret the  scriptures ;  whose  spirit  is  an 
(Conrlndod  on   pa<>;p  9o.)

(nK^  DON'T  ^^o  in  lor  dcbunkiiii^  as  a 
J/  rule.  I  have  always  hern  afraid 
that  some  one  mii^ht  debunk  nn-  in  ih- 
taliation.  Then-  is  so  much  sham,  so 
mueh  pose,  so  mueh  that  is  inconsislenl 
in  m\'  makeup,  that  if  1  were  dcbunki'd, 
I  fear  there  would  be  no  nKjrc  of  me  lelt 
than  there  is  of  a  toy  balloon  which  has 
been  touched  whh  a  lighted  cigarette. 

There  is  a  general  opinion  that  children 
are  bright.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  no 
greater  fallacy.  They  are  so  dumb  that 
it  is  a  wonder  we  ever  make  really  useful 
citizens  out  of  them.

This  man 
takes  his  golf  clubs  and  hikes  out  to  the 
golf  course  ever\-  Sunday  morning  of  his 
life.  And  can  you  imagine  it,  those  two 
boys  are  so  dumb  that  thev  can't  under- 
stand why  they  should  be  made  to  go  to 
Sunday  school?  The}-  think  the\'  should 
be  permitted  to  go  fishing  or  swimming 
.Sunday  mornings  instead  of  going  to 
church  !  Nothing  their  father  says  to 
them  seem  to  convince  the  dumb  little 
creatures  that  thev  should  spend  two 
hours  in  church  on  Sundav  morning. 

I  know  another  case  of  dumbness  in 
children.  I  know  a  ver\-  nice  man  wht) 
likes  a  cocktail  before  dinner.  He  and 
his  wife  always  have  one,  jusl  as  an 
appetizer.  They  have  a  son  and  a 
daughter  in  high  school  who  go  to  proms 
and  parties  around  town.  The  bov  drags 
a  gal,  and  the  captain  oi'  the  foot- 
ball team  always  comes  for  the  girl. 
They  went  to  a  dinner  dance  some  place. 


and  liu'  fallicr  of  this  girl  and  bov  found 
out  that  the  children  each  had  a  Daiquiri 
l)efore  dinner.  Those  two  kids  were  so 
dumb  that  when  they  were  called  on  the 
carpel  by  their  dad,  they  couldn't  under- 
stand why  they  couldn't  drink  cocktails! 
I  tell  you,  kids  are  dumb. 

I  have  a  friend  who  has  a  boy  of  six. 
He  rates  very  high  in  his  profession  and 
in  the  town,  but  if  he  mashes  his  finger 
with  a  hammer,  or  walks  across  the  back 
yard  and  gets  hooked  under  the  chin  with 
a  wire  clothes  line,  he  makes  the  air  a 
dark   cerulean.

Do  you  know  that  thai 
woman  has  a  dumb  little  daughter  who 
lies  like  Ananias?  She  has  done  all  she 
can  to  break  her  of  it,  but  the  child  is 
just  a  natural  born  liar! 

My   own    daughter    is   just    as   dumb    as 


the  rest  of  them.  Once  a  month  or  so,  1 
ha\e  some  of  the  bo}s  in  for  a  little  game 
of  ten-cent  limit.  Nothing  wrong,  }'ou 
know.  Just  a  friendly  game  of  se\en- 
card  stud  with  the  deuces,  the  jacks  and 
the  King  with  the  ax  wild.  I  hat  dumb 
child  of  mine  can  see  no  ri'ason  in  the 
world  win'  she  should  |5la\  onh  Old  .Maid 
or  Casino,  and  not  ]>la\  pokiT  with  the 
prett\-    ]-v(\,    white   and   blue  chips! 

I  am  writing  all  this  about  the  dumb- 
ness of  children  because  she  said  to  me 
at  breakfast  this  morning',  "  Whose 
elljow  s    arc    on    the    table    now?  "  .She 

actually  waggled  a  linger  of  si-orn  at  me 
when  she  said  it.  She  is  too  dumb  to 
understand  that  1  am  older  and  can  put 
m\  elbows  on  tlu'  table,  but  she  is  a  nice 
little  girl  and  siiouldn't  do  it.  In  lact, 
she  wants  to  put  her  (.'Ibows  on  the  table 
and  not  be  a  nice  little  g  il.  She  is  as 
dumb  as  the  rt'st  of  them. 

Ch'l(li''.'n  are  so  doggoned  dumb  that 
lhe\  think  llu'''-  parents  are  perfect. 
\'our  son  thinks  _\()u  could  lick  jack 
Dempsex  and  not  half  tr\.  M\-  daughter 
thinks  I  am  the  smartest  man  in  the 
world,  and  that  an\ih!ng  I  ;>i\-  or  do  is 
exacfb'   right. 

or  coiu'si'  if  \()ur  son  was  not  dimib, 
he  wouldn't  belie\e  \  ou  c-ould  lick  jack 
Dempsev,  because  of  course  \()u  can't. 
II  m\'  child  was  not  dumb,  she  would 
know  that  theri'  must  be  three  or  four 
men    in   the   world   smarter   than    I   am. 

It  looks  to  me  hke  the  mistake  we  make 
is  oNert'st'mating  the  intelligence  of  our 
children.  We    are   just    going    to   have 

to  act  down  to  their  dumb  lexcl.  If  we 
want  them  to  go  to  (iiurch  on  Sunday 
morning',  we  are  g'oing  to  ha\e  to  stop 
playing  golf  and  go  to  (-hurch  ourselves. 

And  the  same  thing  goes  for  profanit}  , 
for  disorderliness,  for  Iviiig,  for  poker, 
and  all  those  other  things  wh'ch  are  all 
right   for  us,  but  all  wrong-  for  them. 

I  can  still  remember  the  walloping  I 
got  when  I  was  a  k'd  because  I  thought 
I  should  be  allowed  to  chew  tobacco  just 
because  m\'  father  did.  I  was  an  awful 
dumb  child.

This  willingness  to  serve  others  is 
ready  lor  expression  in  the  hearts  ol 
millions,  if  onl\-  nations  or  groups  in 
nations  will  but  point  llie  way.  Here 
is  a  recent  illustration  :  Septembei'  19, 
1937,  the  Salt  Lake  Region  of  the  Church 
Securit}  Plan,  finding  itself  in  need  of  a 
new  storeliouse,  held  a  special  Fast  Da\ 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  with 
which  to  make  the  lirst  payment.  The 
Committee  asked  the  people  to  go  with- 
out two  meals  on  that  da}-  and  contribute 
the  equivalent  in  cash  for  the  project. 
The  leaders  anticipated  raising  about 
$4,000.  The  people  contributed  o\er 
$15,000 — realization  exceeding  anticipa- 
tion nearly  four  times  ! 

The  Church  worshipp'ing  in  this 
renowned  Tabeinacle  to-da}'  accepts  as 
literalh'  true  the  sa\ing  of  jesus  :  "  I  am 
come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that 
thev  might  have  it  more  abundantly." 
We  believe,  however,  that  this  abundant 
life  is  obtained  not  only  fiom .  spiritual 
exaltation,  but  b\-  the  application  to  dail}' 
life  of  the  principles  that  Jesus  taught. 

Tliese  principles  are  few  and  simple 
and  may,  if  desired,  be  applied  b}'  every 
normal  person.  The  first  of  these,  and 
the  foundation  upon  whicli  a  true 
Christian  society  is  built,   is  : 

"  Lo\e  the  Lord  thy  God  w  th  all  tliy 
heart,  mind,  and  strength."  A  belief  in 
a  Supreme  Being  who  lives  and  loves  his 
children — a  belief  that  gives  power  and 
vigour  to  the  soul.  An  assurance  that 
He  can  be  approached  for  guidance,  and 
that  He  will  manifest  Himself  to  those 
who  seek   Him. 

Another  is :  The  acceptance  <if  the 
truth  that  life  is  a  gift  of  God  and  there- 
fore divine.  The  proper  use  of  this  gift 
impels  man  to  become  the  master,  nor 
the  slave,  of  nature.  His  appetites  i\rc 
to  be  controlled  and  used  for  the  benefir 
of  his  health  and  the  prolongation  of  life. 
His  passions,  mastered  and  controlled  foi' 
the  happiness  and  blessing  of  others,  and 
the  perpetuity  of  the   race. 

A  third  principle  is  :  Personal  Integrity. 


iiy  this  1  mcai(),  plain,  e\er}(.la\  honesty, 
sobriety,  and  respect  for  others'  rights, 
such  as  will  win  the  conlidence  of  one's 
fellows.  'I'his     recognition     applies     to 

nations  as  well  as  to  individuals.  It  is 
as  wrong  lor  a  nation,  because  it  is 
powerful,  to  steal  from  another  and 
oppress  it,  as  it  is  foi-  an  i^di^■idual  to 
rob  and  kill  his  neighbour. 

A  fourth  essential  is  :  Social  Conscious- 
ness that  awakens  in  each  in(li\idual  the 
realization  that  it  is  his  duty  to  make  the 
world  better  lor  his  having  been  in  it. 
The  \ery  heart  and  spirit  of  this  standard 
is  expressed  in  the  statement  of  the 
Prophet  Joseph  Smith — "  If  my  life  is  of 
no  value  to  my  frientls,  it  is  of  no  value 
to    me." 

vSome  day  intelligent  human  beings  will 
realize  the  importance  and  benefit  of 
living  in  right  relations  one  with  another. 
WHien  that  time  comes,  the  Saviour's 
pra}cr  will  be  in  people's  hearts — "  Make 
them  one,  as  thou.  Father,  and  I  are  one" 
— Then  when  that  time  comes:  "  The 
war-drum  "  will  thi'ob  "  no  longer  and 
the  battle  flags  "  be  "  furled  in  the 
Parliament  of  man,  the  Federation  of  the 
world." 

This  coiulition  c:tn  be  achieved  not 
alone  from  mere  belief,  nor  from  oratori- 
cal exhortations,  but  by  the  application  in 
business,  social,  and  national  life  of  the 
principles  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.
